Jeanne Hibbard Stephens, B.A., B.S. in Medicine, M.D. and 
James Thomas Stephens, B.A., B.S. in Medicine, M.D. 


The candidates will be presented by George Albert Lanyi, 
Professor of Government 


With over 70 years of combined service between them, Dr. James and Dr. Jeanne Stephens are well-known for 
their long-standing interest and involvement in the Oberlin community. Born June 2, 1911 in Columbia, Missouri, 
Jeanne Hibbard Stephens graduated from Oberlin College with a B.A. in 1933 and met her future husband at the 
University of Missouri Medical School that autumn. Born on February 15, 1909 in Topeka, Kansas, James Ste- 
phens grew up near and graduated from the University of Southern California in 1933. Married two days after 
“Dr. Jeanne’ graduated from medical school, the husband-wife physician team interned together in Cleveland 
hospitals and began a life of medicine in a sociological setting by spending three years in the coal fields around 
Morgantown, West Virginia, where ‘‘Dr. Jim’’ was working as a company doctor. The Stephens’ moved to Oberlin in 1942 
just before Dr. Jim began a four year domestic tour as a U.S. Army doctor. The Stephens’ had a joint practice in 
what is now the music room of the Co-op Bookstore. In 1959, Dr. Jim helped build the Medical Arts building on 
West Lorain and with Dr. Jeanne, became two of the seven founders of the Oberlin Clinic in 1962. The Stephens’ 
took their practice to Kenya in 1974 when they volunteered at a church-related hospital in Chegoria, about 150 
miles northeast of Nairobi for six months. After Dr. Jeanne’s retirement in 1976, they returned for a year’s stay in 
1977. In Oberlin, Dr. Jim is currently a member of the Oberlin Human Relations Commission and a deacon of 
First Church. He is past president of the Lorain County Medical Society and served for 11 years as a delegate to the 
Ohio State Medical Association. A former Alumni Trustee of the College, Dr. Jeanne was a member of the League 
of Women Voters, the Oberlin High School and Prospect PTA’s, the College Alumni Board and served on the 
Trustee’s Presidential Search Committee in 1975.
